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Chairman's  Report 


This  report  covers  the  tenth  year  of  service  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard 
Commission  to  the  Island. 

The  year  was  a  memorable  year  as  far  as  the  Commission  was  concerned. 
It  began  with  the  first  Island-wide  conference  on  planning  issues  ever 
held  on  the  Vineyard  -  the  20/20  Conference  in  October  of  1983.  That 
day-long  conference  was  followed,  two  days  later,  by  a  day-long  visit 
and  Island-wide  meeting  with  Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis  and  many  of 
his  Cabinet  Secretaries  and  top  aides. 

These  two  events  were  followed  in  the  Spring,  at  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
by  votes  in  both  Edgartown  and  Tisbury  to  rejoin  the  Commission  as 
member  communities,   thereby  making  the  Commission  once  again  a  truly 
and  a  complete  Island-wide  agency. 

As  these  aforementioned  events  were  taking  place  or  being  formulated, 
the  Commission  continued  to  function  within  the  scope  and  mandates  of 
Chapter  831  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  as  amended,  as  well  as  within  the 
scope  of  Chapter  4 OB  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  members  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  Commission  have  continued 
to  perform  their  duties  in  a  most  worthy  manner,  providing  excellent 
technical  assistance  to  the  member  communities  in  areas  of  local  concern 
such  as  development  management,   zoning  and  subdivision  issues,  water 
quality  and  environmental  issues  as  well  as  a  multitude  of  others. 

Once  again  in  a  year  that  saw  no  major  crises,  the  Commission  continued 
its  efforts  of  strengthening  the  bond  between  itself  and  the  local 
beards  and  agencies  of  the  towns  which  it  serves. 

The  Commissioners,  all,  were  extremely  pleased  with  the  return  of 
Edgartown  and  Tisbury  as  well  as  the  continued  membership  of  the  other 
Island  towns  and  they,  the  Commissioners,  collectively  look  forward 
with  anticipation  to  a  long  and  fruitful  partnership  with  all  Island 
towns . 


A-95  Reviews 


In  accordance  with  the  guidelines  of  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  be- 
tween the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development  and  the  Martha's 
Vineyard  Commission,  the  Commission  has  continued  to  review  grant  appli- 
cations under  the  A-95  review  procedures.

Local  Technical  Assistance 


General  planning  and  Technical  assistance  to  local  member  connnunities 
are  and  continue  to  be  the  basic  advisory  services  offered  by  the 
Martha's  Vineyard  Commission.  That  technical  assistance  can  take  many 
forms  and  is  relatively  well  known  to  the  local  board  members.  The  Com- 
mission is  always  ready  to  try  and  find  alternative  answers  to  whatever 
is  plaguing  local  member  communities. 

The  vast  majority  of  local  technical  assistance  requests  can  generate 
an  answer  fairly  quickly,  while  a  few  may  require  a  great  deal  more  re- 
search before  a  satisfactory  answer  can  be  offered. 

Some  examples  of  the  technical  assistance  provided  to  member  towns  dur- 
ing the  period  of  this  report  are  listed  below: 


Chilmark  Master  Plan  -  the  staff  has  virtually  completed  all  of  the 
writing  and  graphic  materials  necessary  for  the  plan.  The  Planning 
Board  must  now  prepare  the  final  draft  prior  to  publication. 

Oak  Bluffs  Master  Plan  -  the  staff  has  completed  nearly  all  of  the  nec- 
essary writing  and  preliminary  graphic  materials.  The  Planning  Board 
is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  draft  materials  and  in  preparing  the 
goals  and  objectives  for  the  program. 

West  Tisbury  Master  Plan  -  the  staff  is  contunuing  to  work  with  the 
Planning  Board  on  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  a  citizen  question- 
naire as  well  as  on  the  continued  development  of  necessary  background 
data  and  information. 

West  Tisbury  Fire  Maps  -  this  is  the  annual  up-date  of  the  series  of 
firo  maps  that  were  prepared  previously.   In  addition,  a  composite  fire 
map  was  developed  during  this  year.

Regional  Planning  Activities 


The  r4artha's  Vineyard  Commission  has  the  duty  and  responsibility  to 
undertake  arewide  (regional)  planning  programs  as  set  forth  in  Chapter 
831  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  as  amended. 

The  charge  of  any  areawide  or  regional  planning  agency  is  to  develop 
and  refine  a  regional  plan  of  development.  Such  a  plan  may  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  following  areas  of  concern: 

economic  development,  transportation,  air  and/or  water  quality 
control,  coastal  zone  management,  land  use  planning,  environ- 
mental protection,  conservation,  regional  services,  and  so  forth. 

The  following  activities  are  examples  of  the  regional  planning  work  that 
was  undertaken  by  the  Commission  staff  during  the  past  year:

LOCAL  TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE 


General  planning  and  Technical  assistance  to  local  member 
communities  are  and  continue  to  be  the  basic  advisory  services 
offered  by  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission.     That  technical 
assistance  can  take  many  forms  and  is  relatively  well  known  to 
the  local  board  members.     The  Commission  is  always  ready  to  try 
and  find  alternative  answers  to  whatever  is  plaguing  local  member 
communities . 

The  vast  majority  of  local  technical  assistance  requests  can 
generate  an  answer  fairly  quickly,  while  a  few  may  require  a 
great  deal  more  research  before  a  satisfactory  answer  can  be 
offered.  Some  examples  of  the  technical  assistance  provided  to 
member  towns  during  the  period  of  this  report  are  listed  below: 

Oak  Bluffs  Master  Plan  -  The  Planning  Board  is  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  draft  materials  and  the  staff  is  discussing  the 
graphics  to  be  included.

This  report  covers  the  twelfth  year  of  the  Martha  s  Vineyard 
Commission  and  the  services  it  has  provided  to  the  residents 
and  visitors  to  the  Island  of  Martha's  Vineyard. 

The  past  fiscal  year  was  a  memorable  year  as  far  as  the 
commission  was  concerned.     A  personal  computer  was  purchased 
to  store,  analyze  and  provide  access  to  a  growing  volume  of 
information.     A  new  set  of  aerial  photographs  were  obtained 
in  the  spring.     Zoning  by-laws  were  passed  for  the  zones  ot 
contribution  surrounding  each  municipal  well.     The  review  of 
developments  of  regional  impact  have  increased  m  number  and 
complexity.     The  groundwork  for  creating  a  regional  housing 
authority  was  undertaken. 

The  professional  staff  of  the  Commission  has  continued  to 
perform  admirably  in  providing  technical  assistance  to  the 
towns  in  the  areas  of  growth  management,  economic 
development,  historic  preservation,  housing,  transportation 
and  water  quality  programs,     other  regional  planning 
activities  which  have  hot  gone  unnoticed  include  graphics, 
grantsmanship,  zoning  and  subdivision  reviews  and  coastal 
zone  management. 

AS  these  and  other  events  were  occurring  or  being 
considered,  the  Commission  continued  to  function  withm  the 
scope  and  mandated  of  Chapter  831  of  the  Acts  of  159,  as 
amended,  as  well  as  those  contained  m  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  40  B. 

The  Commission  has  continued  to  work  toward  a  strengthening 
of  the  bond  between  itself  and  the  seven  member  towns.  By 
doing  so  it  continues  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  progress  in 
addressing  the  problems,  issues  and  solutions  to  local  as 
well  as  regional  growth  and  development.

HOUSINQ 


The  Martha's  Vineyard  Cottntiission  staff  has  been 
diligently  wording  with  Cojwnission  members.   Selectmen  and 
Island  Planning  Boards,  towards  developing  policies  and 
programs  aimed  at  alleviating  the  Island's  acute  affordable 
housing  problems. 

During  the  Spring  of  1986,  Commission  staff  produced 
co«r.prehensivQ  reports  which  outlined  the  parameters  of 
housing  problems  which  affect  the  various  population 
segments  of  Martha's  Vineyard.     In  this  report,   it  was  urg^ 
that  quick  remedial  action  on  all  fronts  was  needed  to 
combat  the  lacJc  of  available  and  affordable  Island  housir.g. 
One  of  the  major  reconroendations  in  the  report  was  the  need 
to  establish  a  consistent  and  effective  Resident  Homesite 
Policy.     Through  this  policy  the  Corwission  would  review 
subdivisions  of  Regional  Impact  and  require  a  percentage  cf 
lots  within  the  subdivision  or  a  san  of  money  equal  to  t^e 
value  of  those  lots  to  be  set  aside  for  low  to  moderate 
income  Island  residents.     This  policy  is  still  being 
formulated,  but,   is  near  adoption. 

Future  housing  efforts  will  also  be  given  a  greater 
chance  of  success  with  the  newly  established  Dukes  County 
Regional  Housing  Authority  which  was  signed  into  law  on  June 
6,   1986.     This  Authority  which  is  a  corporate  body  politic 
under  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  will  be  instrumental  in 
being  a  vehicle  for  the  dissemination  of  funds  to  build 
affordable  housing.     The  Conitiission  staff  assisted  m  the 
work  which  went  into  the  formation  of  this  important  Housing 
Authority. 


WATER  QUALITY 


This  last  year  has  seen  some  far  reaching  changes 
around  the  municipal  wells  regarding  allowable  land  use. 
All  three  down-island  towns  have  adopted  special 
reo -lations/by-laws  around  their  wells  to  protect  the  water 
quality.     Furthermore,  all  three  towns  have  applied  for 
grants  from  the  State  to  purchase  some  of  this  land  to 
protect  it  from  development.    Some  other  activities  of  the 
year  follow: 

-  The  Commission  has  continued  its  water  testing  and  has 
developed  a  computer  data  base  which  will  be  used  to 
plan  the  protection  of  our  drinking  water  resources. 

-  A  major  study  of  Lagoon  Pond  was  begun,  funded  through 
the  State  Clean  Lakes  Program. 

-  The  Town  of  Oak  Bluffs  has  re-entered  the  201 
Wastewater  facilities  planning  process  to  obtain 
Federal/State  funds  for  the  construction  of  a 
wastewater  treatment  facility. 

-  A  waste  oil  collection  system  has  been  implemented  in 
conjunction  with  the  Regional  Solid  Waste  District  to 
collect  and  ship  our  waste  oil  off-island. 

-  A  preliminary  study  of  Chappaquiddicks  aquifer  was 
completed  and  a  presentation  with  recommendations  was 
made  to  the  Chappaquiddick  Island  Association.

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 


The  major  efforts  on  economic  development  during  the 
past  year  has  been  focused  upon  the  development  of  the 
Martha's  Vineyard  Airport  Business  Park.     The  economic  goal 
for  developing  the  Par)c  are  centered  upon  the  need  to 
promote  diversified  year-round  businesses  which  will 
gainfully  employ  year-round  Island  residents.  This 
employment  will  take  advantage  of  the  multitude  of  work 
skills  Islanders  possess  but  which  are  underutilized  in 
their  present  work. 

The  development  of  the  Business  Park  took  a  giant  step 
on  Eebruary  1,   1986.     On  that  date  the  Martha's  Vineyard 
Cormission  entered  into  a  contractual  agreement  with  the  ^ 
Martha's  Vineyard  Airport  Commission  to  hire  the 
Cofwri sslon ' s  Regional  Planner  to  supervise  and  guide  the 
co.Tpletion  of  the  necessary  planning  matters  that  would 
p«rmit  the  Airport  Commission  to  operate  a  Business  Park  at 
the  Martha's  Vineyard  Airport. 

Since  February,   the  Commission's  former  Regional 
Planner,  new  titled  the  Business  Park  Manager,  has  reported 
canplcting  the  following:     a  concise  report  on  the  goals  for 
accepting  year-round  diversified  businesses  at  the  Park;  a 
comprehensive  set  of  Business  Paik  Development  Regulations; 
a  conceptual  zoning  scheme  for  siting  businesses  within 
areas  of  the  Park;  a  business  review  checklist  and  a 
priority  ranking  system  of  businesses  deemed  to  be 
appropriate  to  be  located  at  the  Park.

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STAFF  ACTIVITIES  REPORT 


The  work  of  the  Water  Quality  Program  Manager  for  the  Commission 
focused  on  planning  for  the  management  and  protection  of  the  Island's 
limited  and  fragile  ground  and  surface  water  resources.     Hired  by  t.-.e 
Commission  in  April,   1986  Richmond  B.  Hopkins  Jr.  completed  a  Master  of 
Science  degree  in  Natural  Resource  Planning  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  and  a  Bachelors  degree  in  Biology  from  Hartwick  College. 

During  the  fiscal  year  a  variety  of  reports  were  prepared  by  the  Water 
Quality  planner.     On  water  related  matters,  staff  prepared  documents 
concerning  groundwater  elevations  for  the  Chappaquiddick  Island 
Association,  regional  aquifer  conditions  as  part  of  a  petition  for  Sole 
Source  Aquifer  designation  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency; 
an  estimation  of  the  extent  of  "Zone  2's"  around  potential  well 
development  in  the  Greenlands  of  West  Tisbury,  and  an  assessment  of  the 
208  PrograiTi  complete  with  recommendations  for  action  into  the  21st 
century. 

From  the  standpoint  of  general  technical  assistance,   staff  worked  on 
Tisbury 's  Aquifer  Land  Acquisition  grant.  Oak  Bluffs  201  Facility 
Planning  Process,  assisted  the  Oak  Bluffs  Water  Department,  summarized 
TCE  data,   logged  Tisbury  groundwater  quality  into  the  MVC ' s  database 
management  software,  created  a  hazardous  waste  inventory  and 
regulations  for  the  Refuse  District  and  developed  a  computer  program 
for  evaluating  nutrient  loadings  from  subdivisions. 

The  water  quality  planner  also  dealt  with  the  transportation  issues  of 
the  Island.     staff  prepared  a  number  of  documents  that  dealt  with 
regional  as  well  as  local  transportation  concerns.     Small  Town  Road

j.n,t.i.uve  portions  or  uia  county  Road).  A  regional  bikepath  propcsa" 
was  completed  for  the  Towns  of  Edgartown  and  Oak  Bluffs.  A  reoort  of 
Tisbury 's  downtown  traffic  between  May  and  October,  1986  was  prepared 
along  with  the  1987  Unified  Work  Program  ( UWP ) ,  the  1987  Transportation 
Development  Program  (TDP)  and,  a  summary  of  the  1986  Origin/Destination 
Survey. 


A  wide  variety  of  reports  were  completed  as  a  result  of  technical 
-assistance  provided  by  the  staff.     These  included  several  working 
papers  concerning  the  Airport  Noise  Study,   the  Martha's  Vineyard 
.'^rport  Master  Plan  Update,  the  Preliminary  Facade  and  Streetscape 
..■nprovement  Study  for  Tisbury,  a  Traffic  Impact  and  Assessment  Study 
for  a  particular  development  in  Tisbury,   the  Lagoon  Pond  Study  and  the 
Draft  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Plan  by  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Resource 
Recovery  and  Refuse  District. 

Other  examples  of  technical  assistance  include  conducting  traffic 
°°^2h'w^"  municipalities,  developing  a  bicycle/moped  "rules  of  the 

road    brochure,  developing  a  regional  moped  accident  report  form, 
working  with  the  Towns  of  Chilmark  and  West  Tisbury  with  respect  to 
bikepath  planning,  developing  an  Origin/Destination  survey  for  1987  and 
assisting  in  the  downtown  facade  improvements  to  Oak  Bluffs  and 
Tisbury.  Commission  Staff  also  provided  support  to  the  County  at  the 
Martha  s  Vineyard  Airport  by  developing  the  Application  for  Tenancy, 
Guidelines  and  Memorandum  for  prospective  tenants,  a  hangar  review 
report  and  by  working  with  the  M.V.  Airport  Advisory  Committee. 

Perhaps  the  most  time-consuming  element  of  providing  technical 
assistance  to  the  Towns  came  in  the  form  of  DRI  review.

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In  February  1986,  when  Ann  Skiver  joined  the  staff  of  the  MVC  as 
regional  planner,   the  Planning  S.  Economic  Development  (PED)  Committee 
began  examining  growth  on  Martha's  Vineyard  in  a  broad  context 
Initially,  residential  growth,  reflected  by  increases  in     numbers  of 
dwelling  units  and  building  permits,  was  analyzed  and  documented  with 
the  assistance  of  the  MVC  Computer  system.     Construction  of  new 
dwelling  units  has  always  been  considered  an  accurate  precuror  of 
change  in  the  economic  and  demographic  sectors  of  a  community.  Such 
being  the  case,  the  dramatic  increase  in  building  permits  would 
indicate  impressive  and  extensive  growth.     The  graph  below  indicates  t 
what  extent  Martha's  Vineyard  has  grown  in  relation  to  construction  of 
new  dwelling  units  in  the  period  1976  -  1986.

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CHAIRMAN'S  AND  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


The  Chairman  and  Director  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  jointly 
submit  this  annual  report  as  a  record  of  this  year's  achievements,  plans,  and 
resources. 

In  1987-88,  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  embarked  on  drafting  a 
Regional  Comprehensive  Plan  with  specific  policies,  goals,  and 
recommendations  drafted  with  the  cooperation  of  Citizen  Task  Forces,  Town 
and  Regional  Boards,  and  public  forums  that  will  set  forth  the  destiny  of 
Martha's  Vineyard.  Assistance  will  be  provided  to  the  towns  for  implementation 
of  the  recommendations  that  will  be  present  in  the  final  Island  Comprehensive 
Plan.  Thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Citizen  Task  Forces  for  their 
perseverance  and  devotion  on  such  a  large  undertaking. 

This  winter  the  Commissions's  Offices  were  renovated,  creating  a  more 
comfortable  environment  for  public  meetings  and  expansive  space  for  the  third 
floor  of  the  building  which  houses  our  staff,  library,  and  drafting  area. 

The  Island  should  be  proud  of  their  Commissioners  and  their  dedication 
to  the  purpose  of  Chapter  831,  which,  among  other  things,  states  the 
Commission  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  Island 
for  its  residents  and  visitors  to  ensure  that  the  land  uses  which  will  be  permitted 
are  those  which  will  not  be  unduly  detrimental  to  those  values  or  to  the 
economy  of  the  Island.  The  Commissioners'  dedication  is  reflected  in  their 
attendance  record  within  this  report. 

With  the  increased  work  load  and  the  loss  of  two  planners,  the  Commission 
brought  on  three  new  professionals.  During  this  past  year,  the  new  planners, 
working  in  tandem  with  the  other  staff,  have  brought  the  experience  and 
expertise  that  is  reflected  in  the  total  support  of  the  Commission.  And  we 
cannot  lightly  pass  over  the  five  months  of  renovations  to  the  office  without 
mentioning  the  true  teamwork  and  dedication  of  the  staff  working  on,  over, 
under  and  between  piles  of  building  supplies  and  contractors. 

A  special  thanks  is  extended  to  all  Town  Boards  for  their  continued  support 
of  the  Commissions  goals  and  accomplishments.  We  will  continue  to  provide 
technical  assistance  for  planning,  revitalization,  grant  writing,  water  and 
transportation  issues,  updating  master  plans,  and  reviewing  by-laws  and 
regulations.  The  Commission  stands  ready  to  help  the  Towns  fulfill  their  goals.

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MARTHA'S  VINEYARD  COMMISSION  REGULATORY  ACTIVITIES, 

1987-1988 

DISTRICTS  OF  CRITICAL  PLANNING  CONCERN 


Three  Districts  of  Critical  Planning  Concern  (DCPCs)  were  considered  by 
the  Commission  during  the  year.  These  nominations  differed  from  the  broader 
DCPCs  designated  during  the  1970s.  Each  new  DCPC  was  distinguished  by 
a  particular  natural  feature  or  habitat.  The  DCPC  designations  included 
guidelines  that  emphasize  management  techniques  rather  than  town 
regulations. 

Lagoon  Pond 

The  largest  nomination  came  in  October,  1987,  for  over  2,000  acres  of  land, 
comprising  the  general  watershed  of  Lagoon  Pond.  The  estuary,  shared  by 
the  Towns  of  Oak  Bluffs  and  Tisbury,  had  been  the  subject  of  two  previous 
and  unsuccessful  DCPC  nominations.  Upon  review  by  the  DCPC  Subcommittee 
and  Commission  staff,  the  size  of  the  nomination  was  reduced  to  lands  within 
1,500  feet  from  mean  high  water  of  the  Pond,  excluding  the  Tisbury 
Commercial  District.  The  amended  DCPC  was  so  designated  on  Januarv  28, 
1988. 

At  that  time  the  Commission,  as  required,  established  specific  guidelines  for 
the  towns  to  follow  when  creating  regulations  for  the  DCPC  area.  These 
guidelines,  unlike  previous  DCPCs,  were  designed  to  result  in  regulations  to 
manage  point  and  non-point  source  pollution  inputs  into  the  groundwater  and 
into  the  surface  waters  of  the  Pond,  and  did  not  require  specific  zoning  by- 
law changes  from  the  towns.  A  private,  cross-town  management  committee 
reviewed  these  guidelines  and  made  specific  recommendations  to  the  towns' 
boards  on  possible  future  actions. 

Wascosim's  Rock 

Wascosim's  Rock  was  nominated  as  a  Special  Places  DCPC  by  the  Planning 
Boards  of  West  Tisbury  and  Chilmark  on  February  24,  1988.  It  was  designated 
by  the  Commission  on  May  12,  1988. 

Wascosim's  Rock  is  a  geologic  formation  on  the  town  boundary  between 
West  Tisbury  and  Chilmark.  The  Rock  was  used  as  a  landmark  since  before 
European  settlement  of  the  Vineyard.  The  Rock  has  been  the  subject  of  legends 
and  folk  tales  as  a  place  of  refuge.  The  DCPC  also  includes  several  related  rock 
formations  on  the  same  ridge  top.  The  ridge  top  affords  panoramic  views  to 
the  north  and  east  across  the  Island.  The  Wascosim's  ridge  site  has  been  a 
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traditional  destination  for  walkers  and  is  located  at  the  hub  of  several  long 

distance  trails  and  cart  paths  long  in  use. 

The  DC  PC  decision  included  guidelines  specifying  that: 

-  no  development  can  occur  above  the  1-+5  foot  elevation  contour 

-  development  below  the  145  foot  elevation  contour  will  require  a  special 
permit  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  such  that  any  development 
shall  not  significantly  impact  the  views  to  and  from  Wascosim's  Rock 
ridge. 

-  vegetation  should  be  managed  to  protect  significant  plants  and  maintain 
views. 

-  public  access  should  be  pursued. 
Cape  Pogue 

The  area  of  Cape  Pogue  in  Edgartown  was  nominated  by  petition  in  April, 
1988.  Threats  to  the  fragile  landscape  and  bird  habitat  included  unconstrained 
use  of  the  beach  and  dune  areas  by  off-road  vehicles  and  further  subdivision 
of  buildable  land  in  the  area.  The  DCPC  Subcommittee  and  Commission  staff 
reviewed  the  natural  features  of  the  area  and  patterns  of  human  use  and 
expanded  the  nominated  area  to  include  all  of  the  eastern  shore  of 
Chappaquiddick,  ending  at  Norton  Beach.  The  expanded  DCPC  thus  included 
the  entire  main  traffic  route  for  off-road  vehicles  out  to  Cape  Pogue.  Rather 
than  concentrating  solely  on  future  building  development,  the  MVC  guidelines 
were  drafted  to  promote  control  of  the  users  of  the  land.  Recommendations 
were  also  drafted  to  examine  possible  management  techniques  using  site 
design,  public  education,  alternative  funding  sources  for  enforcement,  and 
additional  research.  A  standing  management  committee  was  suggested,  to  draft 
appropriate  future  regulations  for  the  area.

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RESIDENTIAL  DRI  APPLICATIONS 


During  the  last  year,  290  acres  of  land  were  approved  for  subdivisions 
on  the  entire  Island. 

226  acres,  or  78%,  were  subdivided  in  the  towns  of  Chilmark  and  West 
Tisbury. 

The  remaining  64  acres,  or  22%.  were  in  the  town  of  Oak  Bluffs. 
No  new  subdivision  applications  were  reviewed  for  Gay  Head,  Tisbury, 
or  Edgartown. 

42%  of  the  lands  subdivided  were  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  conservation  organizations. 

Conditions  placed  on  application  approvals  included:  resident  homesite 
lots,  deep  observation  wells,  density  and  conveyance  restrictions,  open 
space  management  and  use  restrictions,  land  or  easements  deeded  to 
towns. 

Many  recent  subdivision  proposals  have  come  to  the  Commission  with 
covenants  and  restrictions  already  attached.  In  these  cases,  lengthy  lists 
of  approval  conditions  have  become  unnecessary  since  the  covenants 
are  recorded  with  the  deeds  of  land. 

COMMERCLAX  DRI  APPLICATION 

Three  marine  expansion  applications  were  reviewed  this  year. 
Discussion  centered  around  the  economic  need  for  each,  control  of  on- 
site  hazardous  waste,  and  compatibility  with  water  uses. 

The  review  process  centered  on  the  development  location  as  essential 
in  view  of  the  available  alternatives.  (Chapter  831,  section  15a)  The 
Commission  approved  two  airplane  hangars,  a  storage  facility,  and  a 
service  business,  all  proposed  on  the  M.V.  Airport  property. 

Two  Inns  were  approved;  discussion  and  conditions  involved  use 
limitations,  aesthetics,  landscaping,  and  employee  housing. 

Three  applications  for  commercial  additions  were  reviewed  -  one 
approved,  one  denied,  and  one  approved  with  conditions  prohibiting 
further  expansion/addition  of  commercial  space.

Conditions  were  summed  from  a  selection  of  20  residential  subdivisions 
approved  by  the  Commission  since  1978,  ranging  in  size  from  8  acres  to  465 
acres.  Percentages  are  approximate,  given  small  sample  size. 

The  Commission  required  four  of  the  conditions  listed  above  for  greater 
than  26%  of  the  subdivisions  examined.  The  most  common  condition,  provisions 
for  affordable  housing,  reflects  a  stated  Commission  policy  requiring  io%  of 
total  lots  dedicated  as  low  and  moderate  income  lots  for  all  residential 
developments.  The  second  most  frequent  condition  is  the  prohibition  of 
uncontrolled  tree  cutting,  which  indicates  the  Commission's  concern  for  site 
design  and  adequate  screening  within  the  subdivision.  Protection  of  public 
access  to  particular  features  and  along  historic  trails  reflects  an  awareness  of 
traditional  public  use  patterns  on  the  Island.  The  importance  of  site  design  and 
environmental  protection  is  also  reflected  in  conditions  controlling  road  design 
and  maintenance.

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COMPREHENSIVE  ISLAND-WIDE  PLANNING  PROGRAM 


1988  is  noteworthy  as  the  year  in  which  comprehensive  Island-wide 
planning  came  to  the  forefront  of  Commission  activities.  Seeds  were  planted 
which  should  result  in  better  techniques  to  manage  growth  during  the  next 
20  years.  Regional  issues  and  goals  are  being  identified  by  the  MVC's  Regional 
Planning  Task  Forces.  To  augment  the  efforts  of  the  citizen  Task  Forces,  data, 
maps  and  supporting  materials  are  being  prepared  by  MVC  staff. 

Island  growth  in  the  1980s 

The  Island  witnessed  a  significant  growth  surge  beginning  in  the  early  1980s. 
A  Growth  Management  Proposal  presented  to  the  Martha's  Vineyard 
Commission  in  December,  1987,  noted  that  growth  had  outstripped  the  towns' 
abilities  to  manage  and  plan  and  that  the  Island  was  being  driven  towards  a 
future  "that  residents  may  not  be  able  to  afford  and  that  may  not  in  fact  work". 
An  independent  poll,  conducted  by  Lou  Harris  Associates  and  published  by 
the  Vineyard  Gazette  in  February,  1988,  confirmed  that  public  sentiment 
favored  a  more  concerted  effort  to  manage  growth. 

The  Commission  made  a  committment  to  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
Island.  Martha's  Vineyard  has  never  adopted  a  regional  plan,  though  the 
Commission,  through  its  review  of  Developments  of  Regional  Impact,  has  built 
a  record  of  standards  for  aquifer  protection,  open-space  protection,  and 
affordable  housing. 

Past  Regional  Planning  Efforts 

An  Island-wide  plan  was  first  conceived  by  the  Dukes  County  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission  in  the  early  1970's.  Their  proposal  called 
for  regional  facilities  and  government  to  be  located  in  a  new  village  near  the 
center  of  the  Island.  A  large  part  of  the  Island's  barrier  beaches,  sand  plains, 
and  Great  Ponds  were  recommended  for  permanent  protection  as  Federally- 
controlled  Trust  lands.  However,  the  Dukes  County  Plan  lacked  a  public 
consensus  and  was  abandoned. 

In  the  late  1970's  Federal  money  became  available  for  Water  Quality  Planning 
through  the  "208"  Program.  The  "208"  study,  published  in  1977,  took  a 
comprehensive,  technical  view  of  the  Island's  water  supply  and  quality  with 
many  specific  recommendations  for  actions  to  improve  waste  treatment  and 
insure  safe  drinking  water.  Many  of  those  recommended  actions  still  stand 
after  10  years,  but  some  (like  town  sewage  treatment)  were  dependent  on  large 
Federal  grant  programs  which  are  no  longer  funded. 
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Regional  Planning  1988 

The  current  regional  planning  effort  will  learn  from  the  obstacles  faced  by 
these  past  efforts.  Firstly,  the  plan  will  be  built  from  the  grass  roots,  with  public 
participation  at  every  stage,  to  insure  support  for  final  goals  and  policies. 
Secondly,  the  plan  is  being  put  together  by  existing  regional  agencies  and  town 
governments  without  much  reliance  on  off-Island  agencies  for  future 
implementation.  Finally,  the  plan  will  address  both  technical  issues  and  social 
or  community  issues.  The  final  recommendations  will  coordinate  the  physical 
capacity  of  the  Island  with  community  needs  and  goals. 


Regional  Planning  Master  Timeline  1988-1990 
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The  Citizens  Task  Force  Program 

Early  in  1988,  citizen  volunteers  were  recruited  for  six  task  forces  to  begin 
discussing  issues  and  goals.  Task  Forces  met  weekly  and  produced  a  Phase 
I  report  of  regional  issues  on  June  15,  1988. 

Public  Forums  are  planned  to  test  these  ideas  and  gather  responses. 
Additional  phases  of  Task  Force  work  in  1989  will  propose  a  set  of  regional 
policies  and  action  programs  for  the  MVC,  the  towns  and  community  groups. 

About  50  volunteers  in  total  have  participated  in  initial  discussion  groups. 
Highlights  of  their  preliminary  findings  are  listed  below. 

Housing  Task  Force 

Issue  areas:  Affordable  housing,  rental  housing,  moderate  income  home 
ownership,  summer  employee  housing,  essential  Island  workers,  needy  and 
helpless  populations,  homelessness. 

Policy  emphasis: 

-  The  need  for  a  housing  master  plan. 

•  Coordination  of  local  state  and  federal  aid,    via  networks  of 
organizations,  public  and  private. 

-  Rental  housing  to  fill  immediate  needs  of  critical  populations,  needy, 
helpless,  and  homeless. 

■    Town  government  involvement  in  assessing  needs  and  administering 
programs. 

-  Maintenance  of  a  permanent  pool  of  affordable  housing. 
Health  Care  and  Human  Services  Task  Force 

Issue  areas:  Health  care  and  services  delivery,  needs  of  the  mentally  ill, 
mentally  retarded,  the  handicapped,  the  elderly;  access  to  child  care; 
education  programs  to  supplement  the  school  systems;  fostering  arts  and 
recreation. 
Policy  emphasis: 

•  Effective  networks,  clearinghouses  and  resource  referral  to  insure  access 
to  services. 

•  Programs  to  secure  needed  land  and  buildings  for  social  services, 
recreation  programs,  and  performing  arts. 

-  Developing  an  array  of  funding  sources  for  non-profit  and  community 
based  programs. 

-  Effective  transportation  systems  to  connect  needy  populations,  to 
services,  including  off  Island. 

-  Education  on  health,  mental  health,  career,  family,  and  Island  topics. 
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Land  and  Water  Use  Task  Force 

Issue  areas:  Planning  for  the  proper  balance  of  land  uses,  residential, 
commercial,  and  open  space:  land  for  essential  services  and  infrastructure 
systems:  criteria  and  tools  to  determine  the  Island's  capacity  for  growth  within 
the  limits  of  Island  character  and  lifestyles. 

Policy  emphasis: 

-  Developing  methods  to  manage  environmentally  sound  residential 
development,  including  flexible  siting,  clustering,  transfer  of 
development  rights,  negotiated  open  space  easements,  and  acquisitions. 

-  Devising  criteria  for  essential  commercial  development  including 
location,  scale,  character,  and  transportation  issues. 

-  Coordination  of  strategies  for  open  space  protection  to  create  a  system 
of  lands  linked  by  ancients  ways  and  footpaths. 

-  Watershed  management  through  land  use  buildout  targets. 

-  Management  of  surface  water  quality  and  planning  for  the  proper 
balance  of  uses. 

Environmental  Quality  Task  Force 

Issue  areas:  Protection  of  physical  aspects  of  the  environment;  drinking  water, 
fish,  and  shellfish,  surface  waters  and  coasts,  wetlands,  agricultural  soils; 
protection  of  character  and  perceived  qualities  of  the  environment;  wildness, 
common  space,  history,  traditions  and  communities  interdependence. 

Policy  emphasis: 

-  Monitoring  programs  for  aquifer  water  quality,  pond  and  shellfish 
quality,  watershed  and  surface  water  systems,  significant  plant  and 
animal  communities. 

-  Coordination  between  state  and  town  regulatory  actions:  land 
acquisition  programs. 

-  Education  programs  on  proper  environmental  management. 
•   Access  to  common  lands  and  trail  systems. 

-  Management  of  landscape  quality  and  education  for  proper  use  of  public 
resources. 

Physical  Support  Systems  Task  Force 

Issue  areas:  Transportation  needs,  on-Island,  transportation  needs  to  and 
from  the  Island;  energy  supply  and  demand,  harbor  and  airport  planning, 
regional  solutions  for  solid  waste  management.

-  Reduce  dependence  on  car  travel  by  expanding  bikeways.  providing 
peripheral  parking,  improving  bus  systems,  limiting  auto  spaces  on 
ferries,  improving  pedestrian  and  bicycle  access  systems. 

-  Improve  safety  by  eliminating  mopeds  and  improving  traffic  circulation 
systems,  closing  main  streets  to  traffic.

Policy  emphasis: 

-  Determine  sustainable  rate  of  growth  consistent  with  preferred  Island 
lifestyles. 

-  Consider  means  to  stabilize  year-round  economic  structure  of  the  Island. 

■  Find  an  appropriate  balance  between  tourism,  construction  industries, 
and  other  traditional  local  economies. 


Regional  Planning  Research  by  the  MVC  Staff 

Parallel  to  the  Regional  Planning  Task  Force  Program,  the  MVC  staff  has 
begun  a  regional  research  and  mapping  program  to  provide  a  solid  background 
for  decision  making.  The  MVC  already  has  an  extensive  map  library-  but  much 
of  this  needs  updating  to  account  for  recent  growth  and  the  current  priorities 
of  the  Island  population.  The  following  are  a  few  of  the  mapping  projects  begun 
in  1988:

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ONGOING  MVC  ACTIVITIES  AND  PROGRAxMS 


Scope 

The  dual  regulatory  and  planning  authority  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard 
Commission  guarantees  a  varied  agenda  of  tasks  for  the  Commission  staff.  The 
five  staff  members  review  all  Developments  of  Regional  Impact  (DRI)  and 
nominated  Districts  of  Critical  Planning  Concern  (DCPC)  while  also  working 
on  regional  and  town  planning  issues. 

The  staff  assists  the  Commissioners  in  analysis  of  DRIs,  assessing  the 
municipal,  environmental  and  aesthetic  impacts  of  each  proposal.  Staff  research 
is  reflected  in  the  conditions  of  approval.  Similarly  for  Districts  of  Critical 

Planning  Concern,  staff  will  review  the  nominated  area  and  propose  guidelines   I , 

for  the  District,  in  consultation  with  the  nominators,  town  boards,  private  i  1 

organizations,  and  local  experts. 

The  planning  activities  of  the  staff  range  from  groundwater  quality  protection  L__Jr^ 
to  transportation  system  improvements.  The  products  of  these  programs  are  ''     ^'    ' ' 

given  in  detail  in  subsequent  sections  of  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  review  included  in  the  regulatory  actions  of  the  Martha's  a  °  °  °  a 

Vineyard  Commission,  the  staff  performs  many  technical  activities,  including 
data  collection,  mapping,  grant-writing,  and  specific  assistance  to  the  towns.  O  o  o 

In  the  field  of  public  education,  the  staff  sits  on  several  citizens'  groups  and  O  □  o 

town  and  island-wide  committees,  such  as  the  Tisbury  Great  Pond  Think  Tank  - 
and  the  Airport  Advisory  Committee.  Presentations  to  schools  or  private 
organizations  are  also  part  of  the  staff's  work.  The  staff  also  reviews  grant 
programs  for  the  towns,  and  assists  in  completion  of  grant  applications. 

Groundwater  Resource  Program 

The  groundwater  resources  program  of  the  Commission  plans  for  the 
management  and  protection  of  the  Island's  fragile  ground  and  surface  water 
resources.  In  the  fall  of  1987  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
designated  Martha's  Vineyard  as  a  sole  source  aquifer  in  response  to  an  MVC 
petition. 

Since  January,  the  groundwater  monitoring  program  for  the  Island  has  been 
revitalized.  A  set  of  six  deep  monitoring  wells,  when  complete,  will  allow 
regular  measurement  of  fluctuations  of  the  groundwater  table  in  the  outwash 
plain.  The  tap  water  testing  program  has  undergone  accuracy  checks;  results 
for  the  past  ten  years  have  been  computerized  and  mapped  at  1:1000  scale. 
These  activities  will  help  the  towns  spot  any  early  signs  of  deteriorating  water 
quality  in  public  or  private  wells  in  the  future.  Grant  monies  from  the  EPA 
205(j)  program  were  requested  to  fund  centralization  of  water  data  collected 
by  private  consultants  and  contractors,  the  towns'  water  and  sewer 
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departments  and  companies,  boards  of  health,  and  the  M.V.  Refuse  District. 
This  effort  will  identify  areas  for  water  service  expansion,  remedial  action, 
and  development  control. 

Because  most  of  the  Island  is  dependent  on  septic  systems  for  sewage 
disposal,  the  groundwater  quality  program  has  concentrated  on  the  impacts 
of  septic  systems  throughout  the  Island  environment.  Information  from  Town 
Boards  of  Health  and  individual  pumping  businesses  was  gathered  to  evaluate 
the  likelihood  of  a  successful  Island-wide  monitoring  program.  Land  use 
inventories  were  completed  for  the  zones  of  contribution  to  public  wells.  Many 
of  these  areas  house  the  Island's  most  intensive  land  uses  and  pose  potential 
threats  to  drinking  water  supplies.  Public  water  facilities,  public  and  private 
waste  disposal  facilities,  and  monitoring  data  have  been  mapped  at  1 : 1 000  scale 
for  the  Island  Comprehensive  Plan. 

Coastal  Program 

The  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  coastal  program  operates  at  the  local, 
regional  and  state  levels.  The  coastal  program  manager  acts  as  a  staff  planner, 
as  a  contracted  coordinator  for  the  state  Coastal  Zone  Management  Office, 
and  serves  on  the  Commonwealth's  Coastal  Resources  Advisory  Board.  This 
multi-faceted  role  insures  wide-ranging  involvement  in  local  and  state  coastal 
issues. 

Several  towns  received  technical  assistance  on  coastal  projects  during  the 
year,  ranging  from  harbor  management  planning  to  creation  of  a  general 
wetlands  by-law.  Grant  applications  for  Edgartown  and  Oak  Bluffs  were 
submitted  to  the  state  Coastal  Zone  Management  Office.  The  West  Tisbury 
Conservation  Commission  received  assistance  with  the  review  and  re-writing 
of  a  non-zoning  wetlands  by-law.  The  Conservation  Law  Foundation  offered 
advice  in  this  review.  Applicable  laws  pertaining  to  state  and  federal  barrier 
beaches  were  presented  to  the  Chilmark  Planning  Board,  along  with 
information  on  possible  funding  sources  for  a  baseline  study  of  Squibnocket 
Pond.  A  presentation  was  made  to  the  Oak  Bluffs  town  boards  on  the 
implementation  and  enforcement  of  town  coastal  by-laws  and  state 
environmental  laws. 

The  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  reviewed  seven  pier  applications  in 
Lagoon  Pond  as  DRIs  during  the  fall  of  1 987,  at  the  request  of  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE).  After  staff  review  and  a  public 
hearing,  the  Commission  voted  to  join  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Office 
(CZM)  to  request  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs  review  the  pier  applications  under  the  regulations  of  Massachusetts 
Environmental  Protection  Act.  The  request  was  denied  by  the  Secretary. 
However,  as  a  result,  CZM  and  the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  have 
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initiaced  a  three-year  research  project  on  the  Island  to  evaluate  the 
environmental  effects  of  piers  on  the  ecology  of  pond  and  estuarine  systems. 

The  MVC  coastal  program  worked  with  various  community  groups  to 
address  water  quality  issues  throughout  the  year.  As  a  member  of  the  Tisbury 
Great  Pond  Think  Tank,  the  coastal  planner  helped  gather  information  on  road 
runoff  pollution  sources  within  the  Great  Pond  watershed  and  helped  edit 
and  produce  a  brochure  on  point  and  non-point  pollution  sources  to  the  Pond. 
The  West  Tisbury  Board  of  Health  worked  with  the  Commission  to  test  for 
total  coliform  bacteria  in  the  pond  and  its  tributaries  throughout  the  year.  In 
addition,  the  coastal  planner  represented  the  MVC  as  a  member  of  the  Lagoon 
Pond  Management  Committee,  a  citizen's  group  that  drafted  recommendations 
for  controlling  the  Lagoon  Pond  DCPC  area. 

The  MVC  promoted  public  education  on  marine  issues  through  public  events 
and  displays,  and  presentations  to  various  groups.  During  Coastweeks  87, 
displays  of  historical  artifacts  and  photographs  were  organized  for  local 
libraries.  The  coastal  planner  also  worked  with  grade  school  teachers  to 
formulate  marine-related  projects  in  the  art  and  science  classes. 

The  regional  coordinator  maintains  contact  with  the  Massachusetts  Coastal 
Zone  Management  Office  through  agency  meetings  and  discussions  with  the 
CZM  staff  and  keeps  the  Commission  apprised  of  evolving  state  policy  in  such 
areas  as  Commonwealth  tidelands  regulations,  amended  Wetlands  Protection 
Act  regulations,  and  new  state  grant  programs. 

Several  grant  applications  for  coastal  projects  were  made  by  the  Commission 
staff  during  the  year.  Funding  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Circuit  Ave. 
Extension  wharf  in  Oak  Bluffs  and  construction  of  a  pump-out  and  a  bathroom 
facility  was  requested  from  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Office's  Coastal 
Facilities  Improvement  Program.  The  3617,545  grant  would  complete  the 
refurbishment  of  the  harbor  begun  in  the  early  1980s.  Another  grant  application 
is  being  drafted  for  a  harbor  management  plan  for  Edgartown.  Money  for  a 
citizens'  monitoring  program  on  the  coastal  ponds  was  unsuccessfully 
requested  from  the  Research  and  Demonstration  Office  of  DEQE.  A  funding 
request  to  the  Environmental  Internship  Program  of  Boston  to  hire  an  intern 
was  accepted.  The  intern  will  assess  land  use  within  a  coastal  pond  watershed 
during  the  fall  months. 

Transportation  Program 

Transportation  planning  activities  are  integral  to  the  Commission's  work. 
During  the  past  year,  the  transporution  program  has  studied  the  issue  of  moped 
control,  and  continued  the  work  of  bikepath  planning,  traffic  analysis,  and 
the  visitor  survey  program. 
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On  a  regional  level,  the  transportation  program  assisted  the  towns  of  Oak 
Bluffs,  Edgartown  and  West  Tisbury  in  development  of  an  extended  bikepath 
system  proposal.  The  proposal,  for  over  5.5  miles  of  new  bikepaths  extending 
from  West  Tisbury  and  connecting  with  existing  paths  in  Oak  Bluffs  and 
Edgartown,  was  submitted  to  the  sute  Department  of  Public  Works  in  August, 
1987,  and  amended  in  December.  The  three  towns  would  be  eligible  for  100% 
reimbursement  by  the  state  for  this  regional  system. 

The  transportation  planner  assisted  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  (JTC) 
of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  in  studying  possible  control  of  moped 
rentals  on  the  Island.  The  Moped  Accident  Study  sponsored  by  the  JTC  and 
the  Island's  police  departments  reported  106  moped  accidents  during  the 
summer  of  1987;  this  total  was  considered  to  be  a  conservative  estimate.  Most 
of  the  accidents  occurred  in  the  down-Island  towns,  on  mopeds  rented  in  Oak 
Bluffs.  Public  opinion  during  the  year  appeared  to  oppose  moped  rental  as 
dangerous  and  a  burden  on  Emergency  Medical  Technician  and  hospital 
services. 

As  a  result,  the  JTC  formulated  a  list  of  transportation  questions  and  had 
these  placed  as  a  non-binding  referendum  on  town  ballots  in  April,  1988.  The 
results  of  the  questions  are  considered  general  indications  of  public  sentiment. 

Favor  expansion  of  the  Island  road  system  as  a  way  to  handle  increasing  traffic? 

28.1%  YES;  71.9%  NO 
Should  the  number  of  motor  vehicles  be  limited  on  the  Island? 

73.1%  YES;  26.9%  NO 

Should  a  regional  transportation  system  be  created  and  subsidized  by 
Island  towns?  73.4%  YES;  26.6%  NO 

Should  there  be  an  Island-wide  maximum  speed  limit  of  40  mph? 

51.7%  YES;  48.3%  NO 

Should  there  be  an  Island-wide  uniform  code  of  regulations  and  enforcement 
for  all  vehicular  traffic  with  a  uniform  schedule  of  fines  for  violations? 

82.6%  YES;  17.4%  NO 
Should  moped  rentals  be  eliminated  on  Manha's  Vineyard? 

85.1%  YES;  14.9%  NO 

Should  regulations  be  applied  to  tour  buses  which  might  limit  their  size, 
number  and  possible  routes?  89.2%  YES;  10.8%  NO 
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Traffic  counting  is  an  on-going  planning  activity  of  the  transportation 
program.  26  roadways  were  sampled  during  1987/88.  A  summary  of  all  MVC 
traffic  counts  since  1981  was  created  for  the  annual  Transportation 
Development  Program  Report. 

The  Origin-Destination  survey  program  entered  its  fourth  year.  During  the 
summer  of  1987,  surveys  were  taken  at  the  airport  and  categorized  by  airline. 
During  1988,  the  origin-destination  surveys  were  done  at  the  Steamship 
Authority  docks  in  Vineyard  Haven  and  Oak  Bluffs.  Because  of  the  presence 
of  Commission  staff  and  the  support  of  the  Steamship  Authority,  the  response 
rate  was  much  greater  than  for  the  previous  summer.  Analysis  of  the  results 
will  take  place  during  the  fall  months. 

The  transportation  planner  continued  to  work  with  the  Oak  Bluffs  Parking 
and  Traffic  Committee  during  the  year.  An  Oak  Bluffs  Business  District  Parking 
Survey  was  distributed  by  the  Committee  to  assess  the  parking  needs  of  the 
business  community.  Those  who  responded  favored  a  park  and  ride  shuttle 
into  the  business  district,  similar  to  the  system  used  in  Edgartown. 

Housing  Activities  of  the  MVC 

The  MVC  recognizes  the  need  to  maintain  and  increase  the  supply  of 
affordable  housing  for  residents  of  Martha's  Vineyard.  The  Commission's 
Affordable  Housing  Policy,  adopted  in  October  of  1986  requires  that  residential 
subdivision  DRIs  offer  10%  of  total  buildable  lots  for  low  or  moderate  income 
housing,  in  perpetuity.  The  Commission  facilitates  the  transfer  of  lots  from 
these  developments  to  the  Duke's  County  Regional  Housing  Authority  or  the 
Town's  Resident  Homesite  Committees.  The  Commission  staff  also  provides 
technical  assistance  to  towns  on  state  and  federal  housing  programs. 

Design  Assistance  Program 

The  MVC  staff  provides  design  assistance  to  Island  communities  in  the  form 
of  technical  assistance  and  grant  writing.  During  the  year,  technical  support 
was  provided  to  the  Airport  Commissioners,  the  Airport  Advisory  Committee, 
and  the  Oak  Bluffs  Architectural  Assistance  Committee.  The  town  of  Edgartown 
received  help  for  a  design  analysis  project  for  the  B-2  district. 

Airport 

Assistance  given  to  the  Airport  Commissioners  and  the  Airport  Advisory 
Committee  concentrated  on  long-term  planning  for  the  Airport  Business  Park. 
Commission  staff,  with  the  Advisory  Committee  developed  criteria  for  selecting 
a  predevelopment  consultant,  published  a  Request  for  Qualifications  in  a  trade 
journal,  and  wrote  a  grant  to  the  Executive  Office  of  Community  Development 
Feasibility  Study  Program  to  pay  for  the  consultant.  Existing  businesses  at  the 
Airport  were  evaluated  for  compliance  with  the  established  guidelines. 
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Architectural  Assistance 

The  Oak  Bluffs  Architectural  Assistance  Committee  was  given  assistance  in 
its  many  ongoing  projects.  Some  of  those  projects  were;  renovation  of  the 
New  York  Avenue  wall  of  the  Island  Theater,  review  of  the  proposed  Surfside 
Inn  expansion,  and  a  survey  of  Circuit  Avenue  to  identify  appropriate  spaces 
for  "pocket  parks".  The  committee  also  provided  copies  of  the  conceptual 
drawings  done  by  Cynthia  Howard,  the  committee  architect,  to  six  businesses 
along  Circuit  Avenue  planning  to  renovate. 

Edgartown 

The  Commission  staff  wrote  a  grant  for  the  Town  of  Edgartown  to  hire  a 
consultant  to  develop  design  guidelines  for  the  B-2  district.  The  grant 
application  to  the  Rural  Design  Assistance  Program  of  the  state  Council  on 
Arts  and  Humanities,  was  awarded  S20,000  in  April,  1988.  Dodson  Associates, 
of  Ashfield,  was  chosen  for  the  project.  The  results  of  the  firm's  work  will 
be  reviewed  this  coming  winter.

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CHAIRMAN'S  AND  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


The  Chairman  and  Director  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission 
jointly  submit  this  annual  report  as  a  record  of  this  year's 
achievements,  plans,  and  resources. 

In  1988-89,  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  entered  its 
second  year  preparing  the  Island's  Regional  Comprehensive  Plan. 
Draft  workbooks  were  prepared  which  summarized  the  six  Task  Forces' 
prioritized  issues  list,  a  working  statement  of  goals,  a  range  of 
policy  options  and  a  list  of  action  plans  to  carry  out  each  policy 
proposal.  The  workbooks  were  reviewed  and  refined  with  Town 
officials  through  workshops  with  them.  This  year  was  highlighted 
with  the  creation  of  an  MVC  Comprehensive  Planning  Advisory 
Committee.  The  purpose  of  this  Committee  is  to  review  and  prepare 
plan  proposals  and  recommendations  for  consideration  and  adoption 
by  the  full  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission.  The  staff  has  continued 
to  support  this  Committee  with  maps,  charts,  and  graphs  containing 
the  latest  data  available  and  refined  policy  statements  for  their 
review. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Citizen  Task  Forces  and 
the  Comprehensive  Planning  Advisory  Committee  for  their 
perseverance  and  devotion  on  such  a  large  undertaking. 

The  teamwork  of  our  entire  staff  was  outstanding  this  year. 
They  attended  State,  regional,  and  town  board  meetings,  advisory 
committee  meetings  and  ad  hoc  meetings  continuing  to  offer 
assistance  and  explaining  the  goals  of  the  Commission.  They 
updated  reports,  conducted  new  surveys  and  inventories  to  the  point 
where  it  became  necessary  to  upgrade  our  computer  systems. 

A  special  thanks  is  extended  to  all  town  boards  for  their 
continued  support  of  the  Commission's  goals  and  accomplishments. 
As  always,  the  Commission  stands  ready  to  assist  the  towns  with 
ordinance  and  regulation  review,  grant  proposal  development,  growth 
management,  water  quality  and  environmental  issues,  transportation 
issues,  as  well  as  other  matters  important  to  the  towns  to  help 
them  fulfill  their  goals.

DISTRICTS  OF  CRITICAL  PLANNING  CONCERN 

Five    Districts      of     Critical    Planning    Concern       (DCPCs)  were 
considered    by    the     Commission  during    the    year.       Four    of  these 
nominations  were  designated. 


Katama  Airport 

The  Katama  Airport  was  nominated  as  a  DCPC  by  the  Edgartown  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  July  1,  1988.  The  Katama  Airport  and  designated 
clear  zones  were  nominated  to  ensure  future  vitality  of  the 
municipal  grass-strip  airfield  and  thereby  perpetuate  the  open 
grassland  community  in  which  rare  species  proliferate.  The  MVC 
voted  to  accept  the  nomination  for  consideration  for  designation  on 
July  21,  1988  at  which  time  the  boundaries  were  modified  to  provide 
a  1,000  foot  buffer  for  wildlife  and  natural  resources  and  buffer 
for  air  traffic  safety  and  improved  runway  sight  distance.  The 
amended  DCPC  was  designated  on  September  15,  1988. 

The  guidelines  adopted  at  the  time  of  designation  provided  for 
review  of  applications  for  building  permits  and  division  or 
subdivision  of  land  within  the  bounds  of  the  District,  established 
a  Site  Review  Committee,  set  review  criteria,  and  requirf^ments  for 
inclusion  of  building  envelopes  in  division  or  subdivision 
applications . 

Oak  Bluffs  Planned  Development  District 

On  December  8,  1988,  the  Oak  Bluffs  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board 
jointly  nominated  a  317  acre  parcel  of  land  with  frontage  on  County 
and  Edgartown-Vineyard  Haven  Roads.  The  purpose  of  the  nomination 
as  stated  in  the  nomination  papers  is  as  follows:  This  area  is 
centrally  located  on  the  "Down-Island"  side  of  Martha's  Vineyard 
and  is  possibly  the  last  remaining  large  tract  of  land  that  is 
undeveloped.  The  Town  Boards  proposed  a  planned  development 
district  to  accommodate  year-round  businesses,  civic  uses, 
municipal  uses,  housing  and  public  spaces  to  maintain  year  round 
employment  opportunities  and  service  the  needs  of  the  present  and 
future  residents  of  the  Island.  The  nomination  stated  that 
enhancement  of  the  Island's  economy  and  the  opportunity  to  provide 
needed  services  and  housing  will  be  lost  if  development  proceeds  in 
an  uncontrolled  or  inappropriate  manner. 

The  nomination  was     accepted  for  consideration  by    the  Commission 
on    December  15,   1988  and  was  designated  on  February  10,   1989.  This 
designation      included      guidelines      for      planning      studies  and 
feasibility  of     siting  various    multi-purpose  facilities    within  the 
District . 
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Gay  Head  Cliffs  Area 


On  February  28,  1989,  the  Gay  Head  Planning  Board  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  jointly  nominated  83+  acres  of  land 
encompassing  the  Gay  Head  Cliffs'  upper  edge.  The  National  Natural 
Landmark  Designation  of  the  Cliffs  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  the 
Interior  and  the  cultural  and  historic  significance  of  the  Cliffs  to 
Islanders,  visitors,  and  the  Wampanoag  Indians  were  considered 
relevent  in  the  consideration  of  this  nomination.  The  Nominators 
listed  the  following  as  problems  associated  with  uncontrolled 
development  in  the  area:  damage  to  Cliffs'  vegetation  and  erosion; 
soils  are  unsuitable  for  septic  systems;  and  damage  to  views  of  Cliffs 
area  from  public  roads  and  the  water. 

The  nomination  was  accepted  for  consideration  by  the  Commission 
on  March  9,  1989  and  was  designated  on  May  4,  1989.  The  guidelines  in 
this  designation  included  provision  for  the  following:  Uses  requiring 
special  permits  and  procedures  for  applying  for  said  special  permit; 
guidelines  for  height  and  siting  of  structures  and  no  build/no  clear 
buffer  zones;  review,  by  the  MVC  and  Gay  Head  Site  Review  Committee, 
of  permits  issued  for  a  period  preceding  6  months  from  nomination; 
preparation  of  a  joint  management  plan  among  the  Town,  the  U.S. 
Government,  and  the  Wamponoag  Tribal  Council;  and  preparation,  by  the 
Site  Review  Committee,  of  a  Sight  View  Channel  Study. 

Edgartown  Great  Ponds 

The  Commission  received  a  nomination  from  the  Edgartown  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  February  28,  1989  and  voted  to  accept  this  nomination  for 
consideration  on  March  16,  1989.  The  boundaries  for  the  Edgartown 
Great  Ponds  DCPC  include  all  land  within  700  feet  of  mean  high  water 
of  a  coastal  water  body  and  the  ocean  and  land  within  300  feet  of 
streams/wetlands  draining  into  ponds.  The  reasons  for  this  nomination 
included  protection  of  the  following:  wildlife  habitat;  existing  and 
potential  shellfishing  resources;  and  visual  character. 

This  DCPC  was  designated  on  May  11,  1989  and  the  designation 
guidelines  included:  uses  allowed,  allowed  by  special  permit,  and 
prohibited  in  the  Shore,  Intermediate  and  Inland  Zones;  and 
recommendations  to  the  Town  of  Edgartown. 

Oak  Bluffs  Harbor  Area 

A  nomination  was  received  on  May  15,  1989,  by  taxpayer  petition, 
for  an  area  surrounding  the  Oak  Bluffs  Harbor.  The  Commission  voted 
on  June  15,  1989  not  to  consider  the  Oak  Bluffs  Harbor  DCPC  nomination 
because  it  found  that  the  proposed  bounds  of  the  district  encompassed 
a  very  large,  built  out  area  of  the  Town,  and  had  existing  regulations 
that  the  Town  could  implement  without  a  DCPC.  Although  this 
nomination  was  not  considered,  it  was  decided  that  the  Commission's 
staff  would  meet  with  various  Town  Boards  to  review  existing 
regulations,  their  effectiveness  and  suggest  changes  where  necessary. 
A  meeting  to  report  on  the  progress  toward  the  comprehensive 
effectiveness  of  existing  and  proposed  regulations  was  scheduled  for 
September,  1989  and  the  Commission  may  determine,  at  that  time,  that  a 
DCPC  designation  is  necessary.

RESIDENTIAL  DRI  APPLICATIONS 

During  the  last  year,   345  acres  of  land  were  approved  for 
subdivisions  on  the  entire  Island. 

340  acres,  over  98%,  were  residential  subdivision  and  5  acres, 
less  than  2%,  were  commercial  subdivision. 

257  acres,  or  74%,  were  subdivised  in  the  towns  of  Chilmark  and 
Edgar town. 

The  remaining  88  acres,  26%,  were  subdivided  in  the  towns  of 
Tisbury  and  West  Tisbury. 

No  new  subdivision  applications  were  reviewed  for  Gay  Head  or  Oak 
Bluffs. 

Of  the  340  acres  of  residential  subdivision,   114  acres,  or  34%  of 
the  lands  subdivided  were  preserved  for  purposes  of  wildlife 
protection  and/or  open  space. 

Conditions  placed  on  application  approvals  included:  resident 
homesite  lots,  deep  observation  wells,  density  and  conveyance 
restrictions,  open  space  management  and  use  restrictions,  land  or 
easements  deeded  to  towns. 

Many  recent  subdivision  proposals  have  come  to  the  Commission  with 
covenants  and  restrictions  already  attached.     In  these  cases,  lengthy 
lists  of  approval  conditions  have  become  unnecessary  since  the 
covenants  are  recorded  with  the  deeds  of  land. 

COMMERCIAL  DRI  APPLICATION 

Of  the  commercial  DRIs  reviewed,   3  were  for  conversion  or  addition  to 
Inns,  2  were  approved  with  conditions,  1  was  denied. 

There  were  2  DRIs  for  additions  to  existing  commercial  structures,  1 
was  approved,  1  was  approved  with  conditions. 

1  DRI  was  for  a  recreational  facility  and  1  subdivided  5  acres  into  5 
commercial  lots  in  Tisbury. 

There  were  several  DRIs  that  involved  services  specific  to  the  health, 
safety,  and  general  welfare  of  Island  residents  and  visitors,  namely: 
modification  for  an  animal  shelter  at  the  MSPCA;  construction  of  a 
Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station,  ordinance  removal  at  South  Beach,  and  an 
additional  parking  lot  at  the  M.V.  Hospital.

During  this  fiscal  year,  numerous  Developments  of  Regional  Impact 
were  referred  to  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  for  review.  Based 
on  Chapter  831  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  as  amended,  the  referrals  were 
made  due  to  the  magnitude  of  the  proposal  and  its  potential  for 
creating  impacts  that  would  be  significant  to  more  than  one  community 
on  the  Island.

The  Chairman  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  submits  this  annual  report 
as  a  record  of  this  year's  achievements,  plans,  and  resources. 

EXiring  the  fiscal  year  1990,  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Commission  saw  changes 
on  a  number  of  fronts.  In  the  Spring  of  1990,  Carol  Borer  gave  notice  of  her 
resignation  as  Executive  Director.  The  MVC  immediately  embarked  on  a  search  for 
a  new  director,  but  a  final  selection  did  not  come  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.  We  wish  Carol  well  in  the  future,  and  thank  her  for  her  many  years  of  work 
and  dedication. 

Other  changes  that  were  seen  by  the  Commission  included  the  number  and 
types  of  Developments  of  Regional  Impact  (DRIs)  reviewed.  Residential 
subdivisions  reviewed  dropped  from  years  past,  while  commercial  DRIs  became  a 
majority  of  our  regulatory  work.  Also  during  the  year,  regulations  were 
developed  for  four  major  Districts  of  Critical  Planning  Concern  (DCPCs)  as  well 
as  a  nomination  accepted  for  amending  the  Island  Road  District  in  West  Tisbury. 

With  a  reduction  in  regulatory  work  load,  the  Commission  has  shifted  its 
focus  on  to  planning  issues  to  address  the  Island  in  the  1990 's  and  beyond.  Work 
is  continuing  on  the  Regional  Comprehensive  Plan  with  a  goal  of  a  final  product 
to  be  completed  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  Many  draft  documents  for  the  plan  have 
been  developed  and  are  presently  being  reviewed  by  Town  Boards  and  other  Island 
agencies.  Planning  attention  has  also  been  focused  on  the  Oak  Bluffs  Planned 
Development  District  which  originated  from  a  DCPC  nomination  by  the  Town  of  Oak 
Bluffs.  Additionally,  the  Commission  is  working  with  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Land 
Bank  in  developing  a  Regional  Open  Space  Plan  and  with  two  Island  towns  on  harbor 
management  plans.  In  an  administrative  function,  the  Commission  is  working  with 
the  Town  of  Tisbury  to  oversee  a  grant  the  Town  received  for  the  construction  of 
a  senior  center. 

In  addition  to  these  highlights,  the  Commission  works  to  provide 
information,  planning,  and  technical  assistance  to  Town  Boards,  Island  agencies, 
and  the  public.  The  staff  continues  to  research,  survey,  and  compile  statistics 
about  the  Island,  as  well  as  attending  countless  meetings  at  all  levels  of  Island 
government . 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Boards,  Island  Agencies,  and  the 
citizens  of  Martha's  Vineyard  for  their  contributions  and  support  of  the 
Commission.  As  we  enter  this  new  decade,  we  must  do  so  with  a  goal  of 
cooperation  and  vision  for  the  Island.  Let  us  share  the  pride  in  recognizing  our 
strengths  as  an  Island  community,  and  let  us  work  cooperatively  to  overcome  our 
weaknesses.

-  During  the  last  year,  102  acres  of  land  were  approved  for  subdivisions  on 
the  entire  Island. 

-  The  102  acres  subdivided  in  the  1989-1990  period  is  less  than  1/3  of  last 
year's  figure  of  345  acres. 

-  55  acres,  or  54%,  were  subdivised  in  the  Town  of  West  Tisbury. 

-  The  remaining  47  acres,  46%,  were  subdivided  in  the  Town  of  Edgsurtown, 
specifically  on  the  Island  of  Chappaquiddick. 

-  No  new  subdivision  applications  were  reviewed  for  Gay  Head,  Oak  Bluffs  or 
Tisbury. 

One  subdivirion  proposal  in  the  Towns  of  Chilmark  and  West  Tisbury  consisting 
of  145.2  acres  that  had  been  ongoing  at  the  Commission  for  several  years  was 
withdrawn  this  year  when  the  land  was  purchased  by  the  M.V.  Landbank  for 
preservation . 

Conditions  placed  on  application  approvals  included:  specifications  on  access 
roads  such  as  width  and  surfacing  material,  easements  for  fire  protection. 

Specific  conditions  were  placed  on  the  Chappaquiddick  subdivisions  to  minimize 
environmental  impact  such  as  the  following:     requirements  for  porous  surfaces 
on  roads;  planting  of  natural  grasses;  prohibition  of  fertilizers,  herbicides 
and  pesticides;  prohibition  of  guest  houses;  surface  water  testing  and 
monitoring  wells;,  installation  of  water  saving  devices;  determination  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  of  building  envelopes;  and  encouragement  in  the  use  of 
biodegrableable  cleaning  products. 

COmERCIfi^L   PR  I  PiPPLICf^TION 

Of  the  commercial  DRIs  reviewed,  3  were  for  conversion  or  addition  to  Inns,  2 
were  approved  with  conditions,  1  was  denied. 

There  were  2  DRIs  for  additions  to  existing  supermarkets,  1  was  approved  with 
conditions,  1  is  still  pending. 

There  was  1  DRI  for  commercial  construction  and  1  for  change  of  use  from 
residential  to  commercial,  these  were  approved  with  conditions. 

4  DRIs  involved  construction,  piers  and/or  dredging  in  coastal  areas,  3  were 
approved  with  conditions,  1  was  withdrawn.
